Thanks to the gen¬ 
erosity of their grand¬ 
daughter, Cricket Bedford 
Whitner, more than 200 
of these now grace the 
shelves of the National 
Sporting Library. Cricket 
ihherited the collection 
from the estate of her father, Erskine 
L. Bedford, late MFH of the 
Piedmont Fox Hounds.

He had not 
seen many of them 
since he was 9- 
years-old, when 
he lived at The 
Oaks, a 230-acre 
property outside Middleburg that 
Joan Irvine Smith bought in 1963. 
Her family consisted of her husband 
Cappy, her stepdaughter Alletta 
Morris Smith, and her sons Jim 
Swinden, Russell Penniman, and 
Morton Smith. 

Smith shared anecdotes about his 
early years, adding snippets about 
where many of the paintings had 
originally hung. "The painting that 
is outside to the right when you 
directly walk in, the Start of the Oaks, 
hung over the sideboard. Many of 
the smaller ones were wrapped 
around the staircase, probably thirty 
of them," he said. 

Morton, who flew from Cali¬ 


fornia for the opening, said the 
paintings triggered some great 
memories. "The long and the short 
is that to see these paintings is a 
throwback in time, not only with the 
inanimate objects here, but with the 
friends of my father's that I truly 
miss...when I was little, I remember 
many of you with my father's face 
beside you." 

The paintings, he said, still res¬ 
onate to him strongly. "The home in 
wliich they hung is near and dear to my 
heart, [and] even though I live in San 
Juan [Capistrano], my heart and my 
home are in Virginia." The exJiibition 
remains on view until April, 2007.

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Recent Book Donations 


Littauer collection - Andrew and Anya Littauer, of Princeton, 
N.J., donated the equestrian library of Andrew's late father, 
Capt. Vladimir S. Littauer (1893-1989). The donation was 
encouraged by Chairman's Council member Paul Cronin who 
was a friend and student of Littauer's and wrote about him in 
the summer 2004 issue of the newsletter. The collection con¬ 
sists of 230 books dating from 1623 to the mid-20 th century, 
boxes of correspondence, and films and slides based on 
Littauer's books. The library reflects his deep intellect in rid¬ 
ing theory. Through teaching and writing, Littauer heavily 
influenced the development of forward riding in the United 
States. (The fall newsletter will feature a full story.) 

Mr. and Mrs. Lewis C. Murdock collection - Catherine 
"Bundles" Murdock, of Middleburg, Va., and Pamela H. Murdock, 
of West Palm Beach, Fla., donated more than a hundred sporting 
books from the collection of their parents, Mr. and Mrs. Lewis C.

Bedford Collection - Cricket Bedford Whitner, of Middleburg, 
Va., donated a major portion of her grandparents Dean and 
Louise Bedford's library consisting of hunting diaries and 
books on foxhunting, horsemanship, and Thoroughbred rac¬ 
ing, from the estate of her father Erskine L. Bedford, the late 
MFH of the Piedmont Fox Hounds.

Local history - Peter Winants, of Rectortown, Va., donated a 
copy of Jericho Turnpike: The Storied Route of Foxhunting From 
New York to Virginia, published by the Warrenton Antiquarian 
Society in 2005. Published in the style of a large format maga¬ 
zine, the Society compiled local anthologies, articles, records, 
and photographs to document the migration of foxhunting to 
the Northern Virginia Piedmont region. 

Rare angling books - Viviane Warren, of Middleburg, Va., 
donated five angling books published in the 1920s by authors 
Zane Grey and Romer Grey. Zane Grey is best known for his 
books on the old west. 

Quarter Horse book - Helen K. Groves, of Baird, Tx., donated 
a new copy of The King Ranch Quarter Horses by Robert 
Moorman Denhardt (1995). This is a reprint of the first edition, 
from 1970, which tells the story of the development of 
America's most popular breed and the contributions of the 
King Ranch, its managers, staff and family. 

Middleburg history - David and Andrea Brown, of Charlotte, 
N.C., donated a signed copy of Eugene M. Scheel's scarce first 
edition of The History of Middleburg and Vicinity, published 1987. 
The Browns' copy is in very fine condition. 

Veterinary books - Dr. William S. Rokus, of Leesburg, Va., 
donated nine veterinary books dating from 1869 to 1931, all 
published in the U.S. All are new to the NSL. 

Dressage handbook - Storey Publishing, in North Adams, 
Mass., donated two copies of their new book. The USDF Guide 
to Dressage, by Jennifer O. Bryant. This well-written, beautifully- 
illustrated handbook is reviewed on page 11. 

Supreme Court Justice's book - From a visit to the U.S. 
Supreme Court Library, Librarian Lisa Campbell donated a 


children's book, Chico (2005), written by retired Justice Sandra Day 
O'Connor. O'Connor tells about a day from her childhood spent 
with her pony Chico, exploring the family ranch in New Mexico.

who writes, "To Louise Bedford, an 
ardent admirer of the Thorough¬ 
bred, with my affectionate regard, 
William Woodward." (Woodward 
owned Belair Stud Farm in 
Maryland and is described by one 
historian as "passionate, reckless, 
and the quintessential playboy.") 

Louise and Dean Bedford's 
diaries make the collection outstand¬ 
ing. They span some forty years, 
starting from before the Depression, 
through the war-torn '40s, and on to 
the '70s. For each year. Dean chroni¬ 
cles in detail the date and name of 
hunts and meets, horses ridden, 
weather and scent conditions, foxes 
pursued, and participants in both 
foxhunting and beagling. 

'‘Harford the Vosses -17 couple ..." 
he writes on Jan 16 th , 1947, when out 
with the Elkridge-FIarford hounds 
in Monkton, Md. " Fool day to go out 
as snow was a mile deep. The Bontecous 
were down on way back from Camden. 
Fred [Bontecou] had a broken arm, but 
Cornelia [Bontecou] tried a chestnut 
mare of the Smithwicks. Mousie [Louise 
Bedford] was very happy with Navaho,

hunting him for the first 
time. We left hounds 
going in to Polly 
Riggs." 

Rick Stoutamyer of 
Undercover Books in 
Marshall, who cata¬ 
logued the Bedfords' 
collection, thinks the 
significance of these 
diaries cannot be 
overestimated. "The 
information in these 
diaries is the most 
important part of the 
collection—they set it 
apart and make it one 
of a kind," he said. 

"Dean Bedford's 
eight-manuscript vol¬ 
umes detailing nearly 
a half century of his 
sport with hounds, 

Pemberton Beagles, 
and the Elkridge- 
FIarford hounds represents one of 
the most comprehensive hunting 
histories of hound packs in the 
United States. 
The Bedford fam¬ 
ily collection is 
exactly the type 
of unique mate¬ 
rial that will 
enrich the Nat¬ 
ional Sporting 
Library's archives 
for the benefit of 
future research 
projects." 

Friend and 
former NSL Direc¬ 
tor Peter Winants, 
who grew up 
next to the Bed¬ 
fords in Fallston, 
said both hus¬ 
band and wife 
were completely 
swept up by the 
sporting life. But 
it was Louise, 
Winants said, who 
was the true horse- 
person. "For dec¬ 
ades she was beau¬ 
tifully mounted 
and absolutely

fearless; she was a lovely sight to see 
in the hunting field. But Dean was 
always at her side," he added. "They 
were always doing things together." 

Dean grew up in Brooklyn, New 
York. His father, Alfred Cotton 
Bedford, was chairman of the 
Standard Oil Company from 1916- 
1926, an era where big business was 
challenged by increasing govern¬ 
mental regulation. When first mar¬ 
ried, Dean and Louise lived at his 
parents' Pemberton Farm in East 
Norwich, Long Island, where they 
hunted with Meadow Brook. It was 
here that Dean started his beloved 
Pemberton Beagle pack, which he 
later moved to Fallston, Maryland, in 
1930 when he and Louise moved 
there. 

Dean was passionate about this 
foot pack, encouraging children to 
participate so they could learn about 
hunting and hounds up close; his 
diary entries include details about 
Elkridge-Harford's children's meets. 
(Both Dean and Louise were MFH of 
the Elkridge-Harford; Dean 1955- 
1963, and Louise 1964-1966.) 

Louise, like Dean, encouraged 
children in field sports; in 1954, she 
founded U.S. Pony Clubs, with 
Alexander Mackay-Smith and 
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Erskine Bedford (left), joint-Master of the Piedmont Fox Hounds from 1979 to 1998, inherited 
his parents' notable book and manuscript collection. He, in turn, left it to his daughter, 
Cricket (right), who has donated more than 200 books to the Library. 


Colonel Howard Fair, an accom¬ 
plishment that Cricket feels is espe¬ 
cially noteworthy. "Grandma 
Mouse [Louise Bedford], although 
intimidating too, greatly enjoyed 
teaching children," Cricket said, a 
trait Louise passed onto her son, 
Erskine. "He must have inherited 
this gene," Cricket said of her father, 
who was MFH of the Piedmont Fox 
Hounds from 1979 to 1998. "Dad 
used to love to invite children up to 
the front [of the field]; he realized 
that if we don't educate children 
about foxhunting, it will die." 

Mentoring children, for Cricket's 
grandparents, was just one of their 
many interests. A reporter writes in 
the July 14, 1978 The Chronicle of the 
Horse, "Throughout their lives, the 
Bedfords took great delight in 
encouraging young riders. In later 
years, Mrs. Bedford became enthu¬ 
siastic about driving, but she 
retained her interest in riding to the 
end. In fact, she rode in a horse 
show the day prior to her death, 
winning several ribbons in hack 
classes." 

In 1972, a year before Dean died, 
the Bedfords moved to Marshall, 
not far from Erskine's Old 
Welbourne Farm in Upperville. 
Louise died six years later, in 1978. 
It was at Old Welbourne that 
Cricket recalls her practical 
"Grandma Mouse" teaching her 
how to fall "correctly," directing her 
to tumble off the back of a pickup 


truck into a sawdust pit. The point, 
her grandmother explained, is that 
everyone falls, and when this hap¬ 
pens to you, it's better to break your 
collar bone than your neck. 
"Although this woman was 
diminutive and hair of white, let me 
tell you, you did what she 
said...crazy or not." Cricket says 
she's glad to report that in her first 
fall, she broke her collar bone, 
adding that her grandmother broke 


her own collar bone probably seven 
or eight times. 

Winants concisely sums up the 
Bedfords' lives in his book. The 
Sporting Art of Franklin B. Voss 
(Eclipse, 2005): "Together, they did 
it all; you'd see one, you'd see the 
other, whether it was Pony Club, 
riding for the handicapped, fox¬ 
hunting, horse showing, raising 
Norwich terriers, you name it."

Horse & Hound Foxhunting: A 
Celebration in Photographs, photogra¬ 
phy by Trevor Meeks, foreword by 
Nigel Peel, commentary by Kate 
Green. Andre Deutsch, 20 
Mortimer Street, London WIT 3JW. 
2005. 160 pp., $33.75. 

S upporters of foxhunting in the 
United Kingdom have long 
maintained that the sport is more 
than a mere pastime—rather, it 
embodies the very fabric of British 
country life and culture. Anyone 
who doubts that this is true need 
only spend a few quiet minutes 
leafing through the pages of 
Foxhunting: A Celebration in 

Photographs. 

The rich texture of rural life 
shines throughout the 160 pages of 
this picture book, which presents 
the work of 20-year Horse and Hound 
staff photographer Trevor Meeks. 
Summer puppy shows and autumn 
mornings of cub-hunting, the mud- 
spattered end of a red-letter run and 
the thin light at the close of a winter 
day: every hunting person will 
understand the visual poetry in 
Meeks' work, and value it all the 
more in light of the struggle that 
British foxhunters are facing over 
the pursuit of their quarry and their 
way of life. 

Short commentaries introduce 
the six chapters, covering various 
aspects of modern sport such as 
"Hunting and the Changing 
Landscape," "A Social Tapestry" 
and "Huntsmen and the Invisible 
Thread." The views are quintessen- 
tially English and Irish, and taken

before the ban, but they show a uni¬ 
versal spirit that will not succumb to 
modern politics or urban political 
correctness. This volume is the per¬ 
fect gift to bestow upon the host 
who lends you his best hunter for a 
day or puts you up for a night or 
two while you enjoy what sport his 
home country may offer.

Sgt. Rick Pelicano with Lauren 
Tjaden, Bombproof Your Horse, 
Trafalgar Square Publishing, 
North Pomfret, Vermont. 2004. 182 
pp., $24.95. 

S gt. Rick Pelicano's subtitle pre¬ 
cisely indicates the subject matter 
of this beautifully-illustrated book: 
Teach Your Horse to Be Confident, 
Obedient, and Safe No Matter What 
You Encounter. 

Bombproofing your horse, says 
Pelicano, is training him to do noth¬ 
ing other than just moving on or 
standing still when frightened. It 
requires the human trainer to devel¬ 
op new skills of training and tech¬ 
nique so that one can think like a 
horse and anticipate his reactions. 

The end result, says Pelicano, 
gives the rider satisfaction that is 
different from the experience in 
competitions or regular rides—a 
confidence that will make all of daily 
equestrian activities more enjoyable. 

Pelicano begins his book with 
steps on evaluating the strengths 
and weaknesses of your horse and 
yourself. In the second chapter he 
teaches basic exercises such as going 
sideways and neck reining. These 
are not so much different from regu¬ 
lar schooling but with more emphasis 
on versatility. 

In the third chapter he explains 
the bombproofing concepts, of which 
the comfort zone (and how to 
expand the comfort zone without 
conflict) is the most essential one. The 
fourth chapter deals with the 
bombproofing strategies and various 
tactics to get your horse to obey. 
Some of them are just methods to 
avoiding problems. These include 
diversion, movement, reassurance 
(letting your horse look at the 



"monster") and change of direction 
to approach an object. In the fifth 
chapter Pelicano treats ground work, 
which is so important because in this 
way you will literally lead your horse 
through difficult situations. On the 
ground you have a different influ¬ 
ence on the horse, which helps to 
increase the mutual confidence. Very 
wisely, the author also gives safety 
considerations during ground work. 

The sixth chapter is about meth¬ 
ods to deal with nasty tricks and 
bad habits, but at first the author 
teaches us to assess the problems, in 
order to avoid a wrong approach. 
The seventh chapter gives informa¬ 
tion on organizing a bombproofing 
day—even making it a competition. 
In the pre-final chapter Pelicano 
summarizes the basic bombproof¬ 
ing skills every horse should pos¬ 
sess; he should be able to cross 
water, walk on unusual surfaces, 
tolerate loud noises, deal with 
unknown odors, cope with sudden 
disturbances, self-load into a horse 
trailer, behave when ridden in com¬ 
pany, deal with strange environ¬ 
ments, deal with ground distrac¬ 
tions, and cope with traffic. The last 
chapter explains the usefulness of 
formation riding and parades. 

The book is well written, with a 
professional but simple approach 
that is convincing and in line with 
modern concepts. Even though it's 
sometimes wordy, it includes a good 
index of subjects and a list of suppli¬ 
ers of special articles for training. 

Every rider can profit from this book.

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Jennifer O. Bryant, The USDF 
Guide to Dressage. Storey 
Publishing, 210 MASS MoCA Way, 
North Adams, MA 01247. 2006. 339 
pp., $35. 

J ennifer O. Bryant's The USDF 
Guide to Dressage covers every 
aspect of dressage, relating its 
importance to both the stadium and 
cross-country phases of competing 
in horse trials and three-day event¬ 
ing. Bryant reviews a history of the 
discipline and then, step-by-step, 
explains how to get involved, start¬ 
ing with one's first ride and escalat¬ 
ing to competition. She also covers 
fitness preparation for both horse 
and rider. 

While the title of this book sug¬ 
gests that this guide is intended for 
riders solely interested in dressage, 
its application is broader, appealing 
to foxhunters, pleasure riders, or 
just those who have a love for horses. 

Like many three-day eventers, I 
often view the dressage test as a nec¬ 
essary evil with which I must con¬ 
tend before the jumping phases, 
despite others' protests to the con¬ 
trary, including Bryant's. The way a 
horse goes on the flat, Bryant con¬ 
tends, pertains directly to its gallops 
and jumps, because lengthening 
and shortening a horse's stride is as 
pivotal to a successful cross-country 
ride as it is to a well-executed dres¬ 
sage test. Bryant makes this connec¬ 
tion very clear in The USDF Gidde to 
Dressage ; she does a wonderful job 
of concretely and systematically 
spelling out why a horse moves the 
way it does. With this greater under¬ 
standing, I, like other readers, can 
now appreciate the dressage phase 
and put her sensible directives to 
good use.

Clancy's Saratoga Days, Bob 
Champion and Jonathan Powell's 
Champion's Story, and Alexander 
Mackay-Smith's American Foxhunting. 

Of great interest are many limited 
editions dating from the 1920s and 
before, including Bundles' favorite. 
The Hunts of the United States and 
Canada by A. Henry Higginson MFH 
and Julian Ingersoll Chamberlain 
(Frank L. Wiles, Boston, 1908). The 
authors cover 57 different American 
foxhunts, lacing their descriptions 
with a caustic wit. "Were it not for 
the sportsmanlike nature of the 
foxes," they write under the heading 
The Piedmont Hunt, "there would be 
many short runs; but for some inex¬ 
plicable reason, the foxes in northern 
Virginia decline to go to ground until 
they have led hounds a long chase; 
oftentimes drawing it so fine that 
they are unable to save their brushes." 

Another book not to be missed is 
G.D. Armour's Humor in the Hunting 
Field, a limited-edition London 
Country Life Ltd. dated 1928. Each 
of the 20 plates, signed by the 
author-artist G.D. Armour (1864- 
1949), relates an amusing horse- 
related theme. For example, Plate III, 
Hints to Beginners, (see illustration) is 
captioned, "Always let your horse 
see that you are his master." The 
Gentleman's Recreation, by Nicholas 


Cox (limited edition. Cresset Press, 
Ltd., London 1928) is a reprint of 
a 17 th century book whose title 
includes "directions for hunting and 
killing all manner of chases used in 
England." Publisher-author Cox 
(1650-1731), according to his contem¬ 
porary, the antiquarian Thomas 
Hearne, "was extravagant—he who 
embarks on the career of Master of 
Hounds is like to find that sport runs 
away with the cash—and in the 
event Cox ran through his wife's 
money as well as the fortune ... he 
had made for himself." Limited edi¬ 
tion Sporting Stables and Kennels by 
Richard V. N. Gambrill and James C. 
MacKenzie (Derrydale Press, NY, 
1935) includes photographs and 
plans of extraordinary stables, 
including His Grace the Duke of 
Westminster's at Eaton Hall, which 
looks like a turreted fairy-castle; C.V. 
Whitney's Wheatley Hills on Long 
Island, with an edifice in the style of 
English Tudor; and Clarence 
Mackay's Roslyn, Long Island, horse 
facility, complete with French- 
inspired Mansard roofs and towers. 
The book even includes information 
on how to construct a cupola. 

Bundles said that she and her sis¬ 
ter Pamela were not aware of how 
valuable some of the books in her 
parents' collection were; she is 
thankful that the National Sporting 
Library will protect them and make 
them accessible to the public.
